To  the  Chairman  and  Councillors  of  the  Rural  District  of  Towcester. 


Mr.  Chairman,  My  Lady,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

Statistics  agree  generally  with  those  of  the  rest  of  the  country,  there 
being  no  epidemics  of  any  infectious  disease. 

One  has  had  no  complaints  regarding  the  collection  of  the  salvage,  and 
the  main  concern  in  the  future  is  the  disposal  of  refuse.  The  time  must 
come  when  two  or  three  districts  must  combine  to  run  an  incinerator  for 
their  mutual  benefit. 

The  sewering  of  the  villages  is  progressing  satisfactorily,  which  one 
hopes  will  not  be  held  up  by  the  financial  policy  of  the  country  in  the 
future. 

As  will  be  seen  one  is  concerned  at  the  time  spent  on  meat  inspection, 
with  the  result  that  not  enough  time  is  left  for  the  inspection  of  food 
premises,  etc.  This  ties  up  with  the  inspection  of  caravan  sites,  which 
need  regular  inspection  to  prevent  them  becoming  the  slums  of  the  future, 
and  should  never  have  become  permanent  residences  in  any  area. 

I  must  thank  Mr.  Powell  and  his  colleagues  for  all  the  good  work  done 
in  the  past  year,  and  also  for  the  support  of  the  Public  Health  Committee.

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SECTION  A. 

NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 


Social  Conditions — The  district  is  mainly  agricultural  in  character  with 
a  total  of  more  than  250  farms.  Within  the  rural  district,  however,  there 
exist  light  engineering  factories  and  a  small  non-ferrous  foundry  at 
Towcester,  oxide  pigment  works  at  Deanshanger,  two  small  engineering 
works  at  Old  Stratford  and  the  Allen  Clark  scientific  research  laboratories 
at  Caswell.  Many  people  from  the  area  commute  to  Northampton, 
Roade  and  Wolverton  for  their  employment,  mainly  in  the  engineering 
and  footwear  industries.  All  the  administrative  buildings  and  part  of  the 
track  of  the  Grand  Prix  motor  racing  circuit  at  Silverstone  lie  within  the 
district  which  also  has  within  its  boundaries  Towcester  racecourse  and  the 
Grafton  Hunt  kennels  at  Paulerspury.  The  worked-out  gravel  pits  at 
Cosgrove  have  been  re-developed  and  laid  out  as  a  recreational  centre 
embodying  a  heated  swimming  pool,  holiday  caravan  site,  restaurant,  bar 
and  facilities  for  boating  and  fishing.  The  latter  attracted  many  thou¬ 
sands  of  visitors  during  the  year  and  the  proprietors  have  plans  for  further 
expansion. 

Area — The  area  of  the  district  is  59,005  acres. 

Population — The  Registrar-General  has  estimated  the  resident  mid¬ 
year  population  for  1964  to  be  16,140  as  compared  with  15,640  in  1963. 
The  natural  increase  in  population,  i.e.,  the  excess  of  births  over  deaths, 
amounts  to  120  persons  as  compared  with  123  persons  for  the  previous 
year. 

Deaths — The  total  number  of  deaths  assigned  to  the  district  by  the 
Registrar-General  after  adjustment  for  outward  and  inward  transferable 
deaths  was  184  as  compared  with  181  for  1963.  The  crude  death  rate 
based  on  the  mid-year  estimated  population  was  11.4  as  compared  with 
11.6  for  1963.  The  following  table  shows  the  death  rates  for  the  quin¬ 
quennium,  1960-64,  together  with  the  corresponding  rates  for  England 
and  Wales  and  the  Administrative  County.

A  list  of  causes  of  death  classified  according  to  the  Abridged  List 
of  Causes  of  Death  as  used  in  England  and  Wales  is  given  in  Table  No.  1, 
whilst  the  history  of  the  rate  together  with  other  vital  statistics  for  1919- 
1964,  is  shown  in  Table  No.  2. 

In  order  to  make  allowances  for  the  age  and  sex  distribution  of 
populations  in  different  areas,  the  Registrar-General  has  calculated  the 
area  comparability  factor  which,  when  multiplied  by  the  local  death  rate, 
allows  a  truer  local  death  rate  of  10.9. 
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Births — The  number  of  live  births  assigned  to  the  district  was  304 
(151  males,  153  females)  as  compared  with  304  in  1963,  thus  giving  a  birth 
rate  of  18.5  per  thousand  of  population,  as  compared  with  19.5  in  1963. 
The  following  table  shows  the  birth  rate  for  the  quinquennium,  1960-1.964, 
together  with  other  rates  for  comparison.

The  local  birth  rate,  when  modified  by  the  application  of  the  area 
comparability  factor  of  1.09,  gives  an  adjusted  rate  of  20.2,  as  compared 
with  17.1  for  England  and  Wales. 

Stillbirths — The  number  of  stillbirths  registered  was  4  as  compared 
with  5  in  1963.  This  is  equivalent  to  a  rate  of  13  per  thousand  total  live 
and  still  births. 

Illegitimate  Birth  Rate  — 17  illegitimate  live  births  (9  males,  8  females) 
were  registered  as  compared  with  12  in  1963.  This  number  gives  a  rate  of 
5.6  per  cent  live  births  as  compared  with  5.29  for  the  County. 

Infant  Mortality — The  number  of  infants  who  died  before  attaining 
their  first  birthday  was  6.  The  rate  per  thousand  related  live  births  was 
19.5  which  is  lower  than  the  national  rate  of  21.3.

Neo-Natal  Mortality — Deaths  of  infants  under  4  weeks  amounted  to  5, 
giving  a  rate  per  thousand  total  live  births  of  16.4.  Deaths  of  infants 
under  one  week  numbered  4,  giving  a  rate  of  13.1  per  thousand  total  live 
births. 

Stillbirths  and  deaths  under  one  week  combined  total  8,  giving  a 
perinatal  mortality  rate  of  26  per  thousand  total  live  and  still  births. 
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SECTION  B. 


GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  SERVICES 


Laboratory  Facilities — The  bacteriological  work  associated  with  the 
control  of  infectious  diseases  is  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Labora¬ 
tory  Service,  whose  laboratory  at  Northampton  General  Hospital  is  in 
the  charge  of  Dr.  L.  Hoyle.  The  bacteriological  examination  of  water, 
milk,  food  and  ice-cream  is  also  carried  out  by  Dr.  Hoyle. 

Diphtheria  Antitoxin — Under  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1945, 
the  Regional  Hospital  Board  is  now  responsible  for  the  supply  of  antitoxin. 
Antitoxin  may  now  be  obtained  by  medical  practitioners  from  Northamp¬ 
ton  General  Hospital. 

Ambulance  Facilities — This  work  is  undertaken  by  the  County 
Council.  The  ambulance  vehicles  are  stationed  at  Towcester  and  the 
drivers  and  attendants  are  recruited  locally. 

Hospitals — There  are  no  hospitals  in  the  district.  Infectious  disease 
cases  which  require  hospital  treatment  are  accommodated  by  the  Oxford 
Regional  Hospital  Board  at  their  Harborough  Road  Hospital,  Northamp¬ 
ton,  which  is  under  the  management  of  the  Northampton  Hospital 
Management  Committee.  There  is  one  small  private  nursing  home  in  the 
district  catering  specially  for  the  aged  and  chronic  sick. 

National  Assistance  Acts — The  removal  to  suitable  premises  of 
persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Council. 
Instant  removal  of  urgent  cases  can  now  be  obtained  on  the  joint  certifi¬ 
cate  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  a  general  practitioner.  This 
procedure  makes  it  unnecessary  for  an  application  to  be  made  to  a  court 
of  summary  jurisdiction  until  three  weeks  after  the  removal.  Action 
under  this  Act  was  found  necessary  in  one  case  during  the  year. 

The  Council  are  also  responsible  in  certain  circumstances  for  the  burial 
or  cremation  of  the  body  of  any  person  who  has  died  or  who  has  been 
found  dead  in  the  district.  One  such  burial  was  dealt  with  during  the 
year. 
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SECTION  C. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


Water  Supply — An  extensive  network  of  public  mains  make  it  possible 
for  a  piped  supply  of  water  to  be  taken  within  easy  reach  of  most  houses  in 
the  rural  district.  The  Bucks  Water  Board  are  the  water  undertakers 
responsible  for  maintaining  the  supply,  the  source  of  which  is  the  river 
Great  Ouse.  Abstraction  occurs  at  intakes  near  Buckingham  from  which  the 
water  is  pumped  to  the  processing  plant  at  Foxcote  before  entering  the 
district  distribution  system  at  Whittlebury.  A  few  private  estates  and  a 
number  of  isolated  farms  still  maintain  their  own  source  of  supply.  The 
partial  failure  of  one  of  these  private  sources  during  the  year  led  to  an 
investigation  by  this  department  which  revealed  that  not  only  the 
quantity  but  also  the  quality  of  the  water  had  deteriorated.  A  temporary 
supply  was  obtained  from  the  public  mains  until  the  private  system  had 
been  cleansed,  sterilised  and  satisfactory  result  had  been  recorded  from 
samples  submitted  for  analysis.  Samples  are  taken  from  private  sources 
whenever  time  allows  but  always  on  request.  Nevertheless,  the  incident 
quoted  above  does  serve  to  illustrate  the  advantages  of  a  public  over  a 
private  supply.  The  purity  and  bacteriological  quality  of  the  public 
supply  is  under  constant  supervision  and  there  is  nothing  left  to  chance 
with  regard  to  the  safety  of  the  water  for  human  or  animal  consumption. 
Recent  samples  taken  from  yet  another  private  supply  have  proved  to  be 
far  from  satisfactory.  Experience  has  shown  that  these  private  supplies 
do  not  receive  the  care  and  maintenance  which  they  should.  This  is  all 
the  more  disturbing  when  one  considers  that  such  supplies  are  not  subject 
to  any  process  of  continuous  sterilisation  or  bacteriological  control. 

The  results  of  analysis  of  the  water  from  the  public  mains  continues 
to  be  satisfactory  and  ample  supplies  were  available  for  all  purposes 
during  the  year.  A  few  complaints  were  received  about  the  discolouration 
of  the  supply  but  these  were  referred  to  the  Water  Board  who  dealt  with 
the  complaints  by  flushing  or  local  chlorination.  The  average  daily 
consumption  for  all  purposes  amounted  to  49  gallons  per  head  of  the 
population  ;  the  total  consumption  being  278,876,000  gallons.  In  1963 
the  daily  consumption  was  43  gallons  per  head  and  this  further  increase  in 
consumption  appears  to  be  largely  due  to  the  natural  increase  in  popula¬ 
tion,  the  increase  in  the  number  of  houses  in  the  district  and  the  provision 
of  modern  amenities  in  the  older  houses. 

Swimming  Baths — The  swimming  pool  at  Cosgrove  Lodge  Park, 
which  is  open  to  the  public,  was  completed  during  the  year  and  was  in 
extensive  use  during  the  summer.  This  pool  is  fitted  with  efficient 
sterilising,  filtration  and  heating  apparatus  and  is  very  well  maintained. 
The  only  other  swimming  pool  of  any  consequence  in  the  area  is  that 
situated  at  Towcester  Grammar  School.  This  again  has  re-circulating  and 
sterilisation  plant  and  is  supervised  by  a  qualified  chemist.  Smaller 
pools,  some  pre-fabricated,  have  been  installed  in  other  state  and  private 
schools  in  the  district  and  samples  taken  from  these  have  been  satisfactory.

Sewage  Disposal,  Drainage  and  Sewerage — At  the  time  of  writing  most 
properties  in  the  villages  of  Astcote,  Eastcote  and  Pattishall  had  been 
connected  to  the  new  sewers.  Work  on  the  Cold  Higham  and  Grimscote 
section  of  the  scheme  and  on  the  sewage  disposal  plant  is  making  good 
progress.  It  is  a  great  pity  that  the  Cornhill  Hotel  and  the  adjoining 
properties  are  not  within  reasonable  distance  of  the  new  scheme  as  I 
have  no  doubt  that  the  time  is  approaching  when  some  action  will  have 
to  be  taken  towards  the  replacement  of  the  obsolete  plant  which  serves 
this  small  centre  of  population.  It  is  very  pleasing  to  note  that  the 
Council  are  making  a  start  on  the  provision  of  sewers  in  the  smaller  hamlets 
where  nuisance  from  existing  outfalls  can  be  equally  as  objectionable  as 
in  the  case  of  larger  villages.  I  am,  of  course,  referring  to  the  decision  to 
extend  the  sewers  from  Towcester  to  Wood  Burcote  and  to  the  properties 
in  the  vicinity  of  the  station.  Apart  from  the  difficulties  which  Messrs. 
Perkins  are  experiencing  in  disposing  of  the  effluent  from  new  and  more 
extensive  sanitary  accommodation  at  their  foundry,  serious  trouble  has 
arisen  from  the  unsatisfactory  outfall  from  the  wool  warehouse  and  in  my 
opinion  the  only  satisfactory  method  of  dealing  with  the  problem  is  the 
extension  of  the  Towcester  sewerage  system.  Similarly,  the  serious 
nuisance  being  caused  in  the  Wood  Burcote  ditches,  aggravated  by  recent 
increase  in  the  number  of  houses,  can  only  be  properly  abated  by  the 
extension  of  the  Towcester  sewerage  system  to  serve  this  hamlet. 

Good  progress  is  being  made  with  the  Litchborough  sewerage  scheme 
where,  at  the  time  of  writing,  all  the  main  sewers  have  already  been  laid. 
The  proposed  district  scheme  covering  Abthorpe,  Slapton,  Bradden,  Lois 
Weedon,  Weston  and  Wappenham  is  still  in  the  hands  of  the  Consulting 
Engineers  who,  it  is  understood,  have  practically  completed  the  final 
plans.  It  is  fervently  hoped  that  the  credit  squeeze  does  not  cause  any 
further  delay  to  the  commencement  of  this  badly  needed  scheme  which  is 
already  running  behind  schedule. 

The  villages  remaining  are  Blakesley,  Maidford,  Adstone,  Woodend, 
Alderton  and  Grafton  Regis.  The  proposal  for  Blakesley  and  the  neigh¬ 
bouring  villages  has  already  been  approved  by  the  Council  and  it  is 
intended  that  the  Consulting  Engineers  shall  follow  directly  on  to  the 
work  of  preparing  this  scheme  as  soon  as  the  Wappenham  district  scheme 
is  under  way.  In  both  the  Wappenham  and  Blakesley  areas  the  existing 
conditions  with  regard  to  sewers  and  sewage  disposal  leave  very  much  to 
be  desired  and  much  nuisance  inevitably  arises. 

Alderton  has  already  been  initially  surveyed  and  proposals  for  the 
sewering  of  the  village  have  been  agreed  in  principal  by  both  this  and  the 
County  Council.  Recent  building  in  the  village  has  again  aggravated 
the  already  unsatisfactory  conditions.  No  steps  have  yet  been  taken  to 
prepare  a  scheme  for  Grafton  Regis. 

Effluent  analyses  from  works  already  in  operation  have  proved  to 
be  satisfactory  except  in  the  case  of  Greens  Norton,  where  modernisation 
is  needed  and  in  the  case  of  Blisworth  where  it  has  been  found  very 
difficult  to  reach  the  stringent  standard  laid  down  by  the  Nene  River 
Board.  A  high  proportion  of  trade  effluent  is,  of  course,  the  reason  for 
this  but  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  most  recent  series  of  samples  have 
turned  out  to  be  consistently  good.  There  is,  however,  little  margin  to 
spare  and  such  factors  as  unfavourable  weather  conditions  can  have  a 
deteriorating  effect  on  the  quality  of  the  effluent. 
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The  completion  of  the  sewage  disposal  works  and  sewers  in  the  villages 
of  Tif field,  Stoke  Bruerne  and  Shutlanger  has  enabled  the  night  soil 
collection  to  be  discontinued  in  these  places.  Prior  notice  of  withdrawal 
of  this  service  was  given  in  the  usual  way  to  the  occupiers  and  owners  of 
the  properties  affected  and  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  practically  all  the 
existing  pail  closets  have  been  converted  into  water  closets.  It  is  not 
anticipated  that  any  difficulty  will  arise  in  persuading  owners  to  do  the 
necessary  conversion  work  in  the  few  remaining  instances.  This  is  as  well 
because  of  the  Council's  decision  not  to  operate  Section  47  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936.  The  latter  requires  half  the  cost  of  the  conversion 
work  to  be  met  by  the  Council  if  compulsion  is  resorted  to  and  a  statutory 
notice  is  served.  A  glaring  instance  of  the  difficulty  met  with  in  effecting 
a  conversion  without  the  power  of  Section  47  has  been  made  clear  in  the 
case  of  a  row  of  three  houses  at  Blisworth.  In  this  case  persuasion  has 
failed  to  make  the  owner  carry  out  the  necessary  work  and  the  discon¬ 
tinuance  of  the  night  soil  collection  has  made  it  extremely  difficult  for  the 
tenants  who  are,  in  fact,  worse  off  now  than  before  the  installation  of  the 
new  sewerage  scheme.  In  such  cases  I  tend  to  the  opinion  in  such  extreme 
cases  that  Section  47  perhaps  ought  to  be  applied. 

Public  Cleansing — The  district  has  now  enjoyed  the  benefit  of  a 
weekly  house  refuse  collection  for  just  over  a  year  and  I  feel  sure  that  no 
one  would  now  wish  to  revert  to  the  fortnightly  collection  which  was  in 
operation  before  the  10th  June,  1963.  In  fact,  I  am  aware  that  there  have 
been  many  appreciative  comments  from  members  of  the  public  with  regard 
to  the  improved  efficiency  of  this  service.  From  observations  made  there 
is  also  no  doubt  that  conditions  of  storage  have  improved  greatly  on  the 
domestic  premises  themselves  as  many  more  standard  type  dustbins  are 
now  in  evidence  and  there  is  much  less  spillage  due  to  over  filling.  The 
actual  collection  is  made  from  the  kerbside  except  in  cases  of  hardship, 
such  as  old  age,  where  the  refuse  is  removed  from  the  premises  by  arrange¬ 
ment  with  the  Surveyor.  The  collection  is  made  in  the  various  parishes 
according  to  the  following  table  : 

Monday  Wicken,  Deanshanger,  Old  Stratford,  Cosgrove,  Yardley  Gobion, 
Grafton  Regis  and  Alderton. 

Tuesday  Potterspury,  including  Wakefield  Estate  and  Potterspury  Lodge, 
Paulerspury,  Astcote,  Eastcote,  Dalscote,  Pattishall,  including  Cornhill, 
Fosters  Booth,  Cold  Higham,  Grimscote,  Litchborough,  Maidford  and 
Adstone. 

Wednesday  Silverstone,  Whittlebury,  Wood  Burcote,  Weston  and  Weedon, 
Wappenham,  Slapton,  Bradden,  Abthorpe,  including  Southfields  Place. 

Thursday  Towcester,  Caldecote,  Hulcote,  Stoke  Bruerne,  Shutlanger,  Heathen- 
cote. 

Friday  Gayton,  Tiffield,  Blisworth,  Greens  Norton,  including  Caswell,  Foxley, 
Seawell  Grounds,  Blakesley,  Woodend  and  Plumpton. 

House  refuse  collected  in  the  district  is  disposed  of  by  tipping  at 
Wood  Burcote  and  Maidford.  The  necessity  for  the  extension  of  the 
boundaries  of  the  main  disposal  point  at  Wood  Burcote  after  only  a 
comparatively  few  years'  use  again  illustrates  the  increase  in  the  bulk  of 
refuse  now  being  collected  in  the  rural  district.  From  information 
available  it  has  been  estimated  that  the  volume  has  more  than  doubled 
within  the  last  ten  years  and  the  advantages  gained  from  the  use  of  refuse 
collecting  vehicles  fitted  with  compression  apparatus  cannot  be  over- 
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emphasised.  The  success  of  this  type  of  vehicle  is,  of  course,  a  consequence 
of  the  very  much  lower  density  of  present-day  house  refuse  which  consists 
largely  of  paper,  cardboard,  tins  and  putrescible  organic  material.  The 
ash  content  is  now  comparatively  small,  the  result  being  that  great 
difficulties  arise  when  one  attempts  to  dispose  of  this  type  of  refuse  by 
tipping.  Much  larger  quantities  of  suitable  covering  material  are  required 
and  when  these  are  unobtainable  the  work  becomes  extremely  difficult 
and  calls  for  the  use  of  really  heavy  earth-moving  equipment  in  order  to 
achieve  the  degree  of  consolidation  required.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the 
Council's  recent  purchase  of  a  new  track-laying  earth-moving  machine  has 
helped  greatly  in  keeping  the  tips  in  a  much  better  condition  than  has 
hitherto  been  possible.  Less  trouble  was  experienced  during  the  year 
from  fire,  flies  or  vermin  and  the  new  equipment  has  enabled  the  central 
tip  to  be  laid  out  and  planned  in  a  better  manner  than  previously. 

Complaints  were  received  with  regard  to  the  tipping  of  house  refuse 
at  Gayton  but  investigation  proved  this  to  be  due  to  operations  being 
carried  out  on  a  tip  under  the  control  of  a  neighbouring  authority  to 
whom  representations  were  made. 

The  Council  have  not  passed  a  resolution  to  collect  trade  refuse  in  the 
district  but  a  few  collections  are  made  on  request  from  some  of  the  larger 
commercial  establishments  for  which  appropriate  charges  are  made. 
Other  private  undertakings  are  allowed  to  use  the  Council’s  tips  and  a 
charge  is  made  for  each  load  disposed  of.  The  Council  have  very  wisely 
continued  to  make,  from  each  parish,  special  annual  collections  of  bulkier 
objects  which  cannot  be  collected  in  the  ordinary  way.  I  am  positive 
that  this  arrangement  has  gone  a  long  way  to  prevent  the  littering  of  the 
countryside  hedges  and  ditches  with  rubbish.  Despite  this  there  were 
occasions  during  the  year  when  the  deposit  of  empty  oil  drums  and 
similar  objects  had  to  be  removed  from  the  roadside  verges  where  they 
had  been  dumped — presumably  by  itinerants. 

Those  parishes  not  having  the  benefit  of  sewers  are  still  served  by  a 
night  soil  collection  maintained  by  the  Council  by  means  of  special 
attachments  fixed  to  the  two  cesspool  emptying  vehicles.  I  am  glad  to 
state  that  the  extent  to  which  this  repulsive  method  of  conservancy  is  still 
necessary  is  being  reduced  annually,  as  each  new  sewerage  scheme  is 
completed.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the  post-war  increase  in  Cysticercus 
Bovis  found  in  beef  carcases  can  be  attributed  to  the  war-time  camps 
where  this  method  of  disposal  was  frequently  practised.  It  is  also  pleasing 
to  record  that  as  from  the  1st  April,  1965,  the  Council  have  decided  that 
all  domestic  septic  tanks  in  the  district  will  be  emptied  once  every  year  free 
of  charge.  This  will  apply,  of  course,  only  to  those  properties  unable  to 
connect  to  a  public  sewerage  system. 

Rodent  Control — A  subsequent  table  shows  the  inspections  made  and 
treatments  carried  out  in  the  district  for  the  destruction  of  rats  and  mice. 
Dwelling  houses  are  treated  at  the  charge  of  1/-  per  visit  and  the  treatment 
of  business  premises  is  undertaken  on  a  time  cost  basis  plus  10%  for 
establishment  charges.  The  occupiers  of  farms  and  other  commercial 
undertakings  can  also  avail  themselves  of  an  annual  contract  service, 
and  at  the  end  of  the  year,  26  farms,  etc.,  were  being  dealt  with  in  this 
manner. 
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The  Council  lost  the  services  of  a  very  willing  and  competent  servant 
on  the  death  of  Mr.  H.  Boswell  who  had  been  carrying  out  the  rodent 
control,  disinfestation  and  disinfection  service  for  this  authority  since 
1946.  At  the  moment  we  are  sharing,  with  the  Surveyor’s  department, 
the  services  of  another  employee  who  has  been  partly  trained  in  the  work 
and  this  arrangement  has  enabled  much  of  the  outstanding  work  to  be 
dealt  with.  The  refuse  tips  were,  as  usual,  given  the  utmost  priority 
both  in  rat  and  fly  destruction  and  it  was  possible  to  restore  the  full 
service  to  farms  and  other  commercial  undertakings.  The  Council’s 
sewer  systems  have  not  had  the  attention  which  they  really  should  have 
had  but  partial  treatments  were  carried  out  during  the  year  at  all  points 
where  rat  infestation  is  known  to  be  persistent. 

Disinfection — With  the  fall  in  the  incident  of  infectious  diseases 
such  as  scarlet  fever,  the  need  for  terminal  disinfection  has  almost 
disappeared  but,  when  necessary,  premises,  clothing  and  bedding  are 
treated  by  means  of  gaseous  and  liquid  disinfectants  as  required.  In 
the  case  of  any  serious  outbreak  of  infectious  disease  where  steam  dis¬ 
infection  would  be  necessary,  arrangements  would  undoubtedly  have 
to  be  made  with  some  institution  such  as  the  Danetre  Hospital. 

Disinfestation — The  year  was  particularly  bad  for  infestations  of 
flies  in  the  roofs  of  domestic  premises.  Houses  of  modern  construction, 
particularly  those  designed  with  upper-storey  walls  formed  from  boarding 
or  timber  framing,  were  found  to  be  very  prone  to  fly  infestation.  More¬ 
over,  it  has  been  found  particularly  difficult  and  expensive  to  deal  with 
such  problems.  Such  work  is,  however,  only  carried  out  on  request  and 
charged  on  a  time  cost  basis.  Regular  treatment  was  given  during  the 
summer  months  to  the  refuse  tips  in  order  to  minimise  the  possibility  of 
flv  nuisance. 

One  major  infestation  of  cockroaches  was  successfully  dealt  with 
during  the  year,  many  wasps  nests  were  destroyed  and  several  infestations 
of  ants  were  attended  to.  No  case  of  bed-bug  or  flea  infestation  was 
reported. 

Factories  Acts,  1961 — Under  these  Acts  the  general  provisions  as  to 
health  conditions  under  which  employees  work,  and  a  return  of  out¬ 
workers,  has  to  be  included  in  this  report.  Details  of  inspections,  etc., 
are  to  be  found  in  a  later  table.  No  notifications  in  respect  of  outworkers 
were  received. 

Offices,  Shops  &  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963 — The  main  provisions 
of  this  Act,  which  came  into  force  on  the  1st  August,  1964,  have  imposed 
further  duties  upon  the  department. 

Ninety  premises  have  been  registered  with  this  authority  but  owing 
to  lack  of  staff  and  pressure  of  other  duties,  only  a  start  had  been  made  by 
the  end  of  the  year  on  the  inspection  of  these  premises.  It  is  not  antici¬ 
pated  that  the  majority  of  registered  premises  will  need  any  structural 
alterations  but  only  a  detailed  inspection  of  each  place  will  reveal  the 
extent  to  which  they  fall  short  of  the  requirements  of  the  Act.  This  will 
be  done  as  soon  as  staff  is  available  for  the  purpose. 

Moveable  Dwellings — There  are  three  licensed  residential  caravan 
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sites  in  the  district.  The  first  has  a  capacity  of  approximately  40 
caravans,  the  second  35  caravans  and  the  third  70  caravans.  Except  in 
one  case,  the  sites  have  sanitary  accommodation  to  the  standard  required 
by  the  licence  and  the  owner  concerned  has  been  instructed  to  make  good 
the  omission.  Complaints  were  received  during  the  year  from  residents 
on  all  three  sites.  Some  of  these  were  justified  and  the  owner  was 
requested  to  tend  to  the  matter  in  each  instance  but  the  majority  of 
complaints  dealt  with  matters  outside  the  control  of  this  Council. 

It  has  become  apparent  from  experience,  especially  among  people 
who  have  resorted  for  the  first  time  to  caravan  dwelling  because  of  housing 
difficulties,  that  some  caravan  dwellers  expect  the  same  standard  of 
amenity  on  a  caravan  site  as  they  would  find  in  a  modern  dwelling  house. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  site  rents  are  substantial  in  some  instances  and  that 
caravan  dwellers  object  to  some  of  the  rules  laid  down  by  the  site  owner 
but  there  is  nothing  in  law  to  prevent  the  owner  demanding  just  what  he 
pleases.  Furthermore,  the  caravanner  has  no  security  of  tenure  on  the 
site  and  can  be  turned  out  at  a  moment’s  notice.  From  my  point  of  view, 
I  cannot  see  how  the  caravan  dweller  can  expect  a  high  standard  of 
amenity  unless  his  vehicle  is  actually  fitted  internally  with  modem  con¬ 
veniences  and  the  site  is  sewered  and  possesses  water  mains  so  as  to  be 
able  to  receive  the  connections  from  the  amenities.  The  site  owner 
cannot  be  statutorily  required  to  provide  these  services  but  without  them 
I  entirely  agree  that  a  caravan  dwelling  is  a  sub-standard  form  of  housing 
liable  to  create  problems  in  any  district. 

The  licence  conditions  that  can  be  laid  down  for  a  holiday  caravan 
site  are  even  less  stringent  than  can  be  applied  in  the  case  of  a  residential 
site.  Fortunately,  only  one  such  site,  which  was  established  during  the 
year,  exists  in  the  district  but  it  is  very  well  maintained  and  no  complaints 
have  been  received  regarding  this  particular  site. 

Animal  Boarding  Establishments  Act,  1963 — Three  premises  are 
registered  with  the  Council  under  this  Act,  namely,  two  kennels  and  one 
cattery.  These  were  inspected  in  the  first  instance  by  a  member  of  the 
Public  Health  Department  staff  in  conjunction  with  an  inspector  of  the 
R.S.P.C.A.  Registrations  were  granted  to  these  premises  after  certain 
requirements  as  to  the  welfare  of  the  animals  were  satisfied  and  made  to 
conform  with  the  requirements  of  the  Act.  Further  inspections  of  the 
premises  are  made  as  frequently  as  other  duties  will  allow. 

Cinemas  and  Halls — Village  halls  in  the  district  continue  to  be 
improved  as  regards  standard  of  sanitary  accommodation  as  sewerage 
schemes  become  available  in  the  various  villages.  The  one  cinema  in 
the  district  is  fitted  with  an  efficient  mechanical  heating  and  ventilation 
system  and  is  well  provided  as  regards  sanitary  accommodation. 

Drainage  of  Trade  Premises— Consents  under  the  Drainage  of  Trade 
Premises  Act,  1937,  are  in  force  for  the  discharge  of  effluents  from  there 
commercial  premises  in  the  district  into  the  public  sewers.  The  practical 
aspect  of  this  Act  is  administered  by  the  public  health  department  and 
samples  of  effluents  for  analysis  or  field  tests  are  taken  as  required. 
Samples  of  the  effluent  from  the  private  abbattoir  at  Blisworth  have  on 
several  occasions  been  submitted  for  analysis  and  on  no  occasion  has  the

biological  oxygen  demand  or  the  suspended  solid  content  exceeded  that 
laid  down  in  the  consent.  The  appeal  against  the  terms  of  the  consent 
regarding  the  abattoir,  which  has  been  lodged  at  the  Ministry  by  the 
owners,  has  yet  to  be  decided.  The  contention  is  that  the  charges  imposed 
are  excessive — the  appeal  is  not  concerned  with  the  conditions  controlling 
strength  and  quantity.  Surveys  of  farms  in  the  district,  which  require  to 
discharge  farm  effluent  into  the  public  sewers,  are  still  being  carried  out  by 
the  health  department  as  new  sewers  are  being  completed.  Agreement 
is  reached  with  each  farmer  before  a  consent  is  issued  and  this  arrange¬ 
ment  avoids  the  possibility  of  any  question  of  appeal  against  the  Council’s 
conditions.  Acceptance  of  farm  effluent  into  public  sewers  carries  a 
charge  of  £2  per  thousand  gallons  of  effluent  and  wherever  possible 
farmers  are  advised  to  install  their  own  equipment  and  return  the  effluent 
to  the  land.  Adjustments  to  existing  consents  were  agreed  to  during  the 
year  where  the  circumstances  at  the  farms  had  changed  ;  such  alterations, 
of  course,  involve  further  surveys  and  negotiations.  At  present,  consents 
are  in  force  in  respect  of  the  discharge  of  farm  effluents  from  17  farms  into 
public  sewers  in  the  district. 

Clear  Air  Act,  1956 — No  complaints  were  received  about  the  emission 
of  smoke  from  factory  chimneys  during  the  year  but  a  number  of  com¬ 
plaints  regarding  the  emission  of  smoke  from  a  domestic  chimney  were 
investigated  on  several  occasions.  The  cause  in  point  was  found  to  be 
outside  the  scope  of  both  the  Clean  Air  Act  and  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1936  and  could  only  have  been  dealt  with  by  private  injunction.  The 
complainants  were  informed  accordingly. 

Statutory  Nuisances— All  complaints  received  during  the  year  were 
successfully  dealt  with  by  informal  action.  The  most  serious  of  the 
nuisances  investigated  arose  from  the  keeping  of  pigs,  a  common  com¬ 
plaint  in  a  rural  district  but  one  of  the  most  difficult  to  deal  with.  This  is 
especially  true  nowadays  where  the  intensive  rearing  of  animals  on  a 
factory  system  has  aggravated  the  problem  considerably.  Nuisance  from 
such  establishments  is  inevitable  when  they  are  sited  anywhere  in  the 
vicinity  of  dwelling  houses.  It  has  been  the  experience  in  this  district 
that  legal  powers  under  the  Town  and  Country  Planning  Act  and  the 
nuisance  section  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936  are  ineffective  in  such  cases 
and  the  only  possible  remedy  is  by  private  injunction.  Even  so,  the  out¬ 
come  of  such  an  action  is  far  from  certain  when  applied  to  an  agricultural 
area  and  one  is  loath  to  advise  complainants  to  institute  such  an  action. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  legislation  has  not  kept  pace  with  the  development 
of  animal  breeding  on  intensive  systems  with  a  result  that  the  local 
authority  is  often  powerless  to  take  any  action  to  abate  the  nuisance 
which  arises  from  such  operations.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  future  public 
health  and  planning  legislation  should  provide  for  firmer  controls  on  such 
activities  as  pig  farrowing  and  fattening,  barley  beef  production,  deep 
litter  poultry  and  similar  intensive  systems. 
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SECTION  D. 


HOUSING 

During  the  year  seven  new  Council  houses  were  completed  at  Greens 
Norton  and  four  at  Paulerspury  thus  increasing  the  total  number  to 
1,814 — more  than  one  third  of  all  the  dwelling  houses  in  the  whole  of  the 
rural  district.  It  is  very  pleasing  to  record  that  after  much  delay  the 
old  people’s  dwellings  are  at  last  in  the  course  of  construction  at  Towcester. 
The  scheme  comprises  12  bungalow  units  of  accommodation  and  four  bed¬ 
sitting  room  flatlets  together  with  central  communal  room  and  warden’s 
accommodation.  Warning  devices  link  the  separate  bungalows  with  the 
warden’s  flat  so  that  assistance  is  available  at  all  times.  This  scheme  will, 
I  feel  sure,  fill  a  long  felt  want  and  might  help  to  avoid  deterioration  of 
some  of  the  elderly  people  to  such  a  state  when  it  often  becomes  necessary 
to  take  compulsive  removal  action  under  the  National  Assistance  Act  as 
previously  described  in  this  report. 

Other  Council  house  building  is  proceeding  at  Silverstone,  Shutlanger, 
Whittlebury  and  Paulerspury  and  at  the  same  time  the  modernisation  of 
the  older  Council  houses  is  continuing.  Another  32  such  modernisations 
were  completed  in  1964  making  a  total  of  371  houses  dealt  with  since  the 
programme  began. 

Progress  in  the  modernisation  of  private  dwellings  with  the  aid  of 
grants  is  proceeding  at  about  the  same  pace  as  in  previous  years.  Im¬ 
provement  work  to  49  private  houses  was  completed  during  the  year,  this 
included  14  Discretionary  grants  (9  owner /occupied  and  five  tenanted) 
and  35  Standard  grants  (22  owner/occupied  and  13  tenanted).  These 
numbers  fit  the  usual  pattern  in  that  the  proportion  of  owner/occupied 
houses  involved  is  far  greater  than  that  of  houses  available  for  letting. 
Since  the  introduction  of  improvement  grants  in  1949  owners  of  private 
property  have  received  a  total  of  190  Standard  and  163  Discretionary 
grants.  The  Housing  Act,  1964  has  made  substantial  alterations  in  the 
method  of  dealing  with  Standard  grants  and  in  the  same  instance  has 
increased  the  maximum  possible  payment  from  £155  to  £350.  Extra 
payment  can  now  be  approved  for  a  bathroom  which  is  built  as  an  annex, 
for  septic  tank  drainage  and  for  laying  on  a  piped  supply  of  water  for  the 
first  time.  Welcome  as  these  changes  may  be,  there  is  no  doubt  that  the 
amount  of  work  required  in  the  preparation  of  the  grant  documents,  the 
supervision  of  the  actual  work  and  the  vetting  of  the  final  accounts  now 
takes  up  much  more  time.  Apart  from  the  changes  in  improvement 
grant  procedure,  the  1964  Act  has  now  made  it  possible  for  the  Council  to 
exercise  a  degree  of  compulsion  in  the  provision  of  standard  amenities 
in  private  houses  but  the  procedure  is  complicated.  If  the  tenant  of  a 
dwelling  house  feels  aggrieved  in  that  one  or  more  of  the  standard  amenities 
are  not  available  then  he  is  entitled  to  request  the  Council  to  make 
representations  to  the  landlord  and,  if  necessary,  carry  out  the  work  in 
default.  It  must  be  appreciated,  however,  that  with  the  staff  and  time 
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available  delays  will  be  inevitable  in  complying  with  this  part  of  the  Act. 
Many  of  the  difficulties  which  are  envisaged  will  arise  from  the  fact  that, 
apart  from  isolated  instances,  it  is  rarely  that  two  houses  will  be  found  to 
be  alike  and  this  will  mean  a  fresh  plan,  specification  and  costing  for  each 
house. 

During  the  year,  12  unfit  houses  were  dealt  with  individually  under 
Section  16  of  the  Housing  Act,  1957,  six  Closing  Orders  and  six  Demolition 
Orders  being  made.  Owners  demolished  11  cottages  in  compliance  with 
Demolition  Orders  and  two  were  demolished  by  this  Council  in  default  of 
the  owner.  One  Demolition  Order  was  rescinded  after  improvement  by 
the  owner  of  the  cottage  concerned.  The  Housing  Act,  1961  amends 
previous  Acts  so  that  it  is  now  possible  to  recondition  cottages  despite 
the  fact  that  they  are  condemned.  Moreover,  it  is  now  actually  possible 
to  exclude  cottages  from  Clearance  Areas  if  they  have  been  made  fit  for 
human  habitation.  The  procedure  involves  the  submission  of  a  Variation 
Order  to  the  Minister  which  has  to  be  confirmed  by  him  but  each  applica¬ 
tion  calls  for  a  detailed  survey  and  preparation  of  plans  and  schedules. 
One  such  Order  concerning  a  pre-war  Clearance  Area  which  involved 
three  properties  at  Stoke  Bruerne  was  confirmed  during  1964. 

One  house  was  repaired  during  the  year  by  action  under  the  Rent 
Act,  1957 — no  Certificate  of  Repair  was  issued  in  this  case  but  a  landlord’s 
undertaking  was  received  which  was  eventually  cancelled  after  the  work 
had  been  carried  out  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  public  health  inspector. 
One  Certificate  of  Disrepair  was  issued  in  respect  of  another  property  but 
the  work  has  not  been  carried  out  as  the  owner  has  chosen  to  forgo  the 
rent  increase  rather  than  carry  out  the  necessary  repairs. 

Private  housing  estates  are  in  course  of  contruction  at  Deanshanger, 
Potterspury,  Yardley  Gobion,  Paulerspury,  Pattishall  and  Towcester  and 
planning  permission  for  further  private  development  has  been  given  for 
more  sites  at  Deanshanger,  Potterspury,  Yardley  Gobion,  Blisworth  and 
Towcester.  The  total  number  of  private  enterprise  houses  erected  in  the 
district  during  1964  was  73  but  it  is  anticipated  that  this  number  will  be 
greatly  exceeded  in  the  next  two  years.

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SECTION  E. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

Milk  Supply — The  County  Council  have  delegated  their  powers  under 
the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations,  1960  and  1963  to  the  rural 
district  council  who  are  therefore  the  authority  responsible  for  the 
administration  of  duties  in  respect  of  retailers,  distributors  and  premises 
with  heat  treatment  plants.  There  are  none  of  the  latter  in  the  district  so 
that  the  duties  are  confined  to  the  control  and  licensing  of  retailers  selling 
pre-packed  milk.  There  are,  however,  still  two  producer /retailers  who 
actually  bottle  the  milk  produced  by  them  and  are  licensed  by  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food.  Their  sales  are  restricted  to  two 
small  villages. 

After  the  1st  October,  1964  new  regulations  reduced  the  number  of 
grades  to  three,  namely,  “  Untreated  ”,  “  Pasteurised  ”  and  “  Steri¬ 
lised  ”.  Appropriate  adjustments  have  to  be  made  to  the  wording  on  the 
caps  of  the  bottles  and  other  containers  to  comply  with  the  new  regulations 
although  there  are  certain  concessions  over  a  limited  period  for  existing 
licences.  After  the  1st  January,  1965,  however,  the  designation  “  Tuber¬ 
culin  Tested  ”  will  disappear  entirely.

It  was  not  found  possible  to  carry  out  regular  routine  inspection  of 
all  food  premises  during  1964  because  of  the  demand  of  the  large  private 
abattoir  on  the  services  of  the  members  of  the  public  health  staff.  An 
attempt  was  made  to  pay  at  least  one  visit  to  each  of  the  food  premises 
during  the  year  but  unfortunately  this  was  not  achieved.  Priority, 
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however,  was  given  to  the  food  preparation  premises  which  were  considered 
to  be  the  most  important  having  regard  to  the  nature  of  the  business  and 
the  possible  effect  on  the  public.  Immediate  attention  was,  of  course, 
given  when  any  complaint  was  received  from  a  member  of  the  public. 

The  large  meat  product  manufacturing  premises  in  the  district  was 
visited  approximately  once  a  week  and  51  samples  of  their  products  were 
obtained  and  submitted  for  bacteriological  analysis.  The  results  of  these 
tests  were  consistently  good  but  at  the  request  of  this  department  the 
owners  are  considering  the  further  improvement  of  these  premises  in 
order  to  bring  them  into  line  with  modern  requirements  and  practice. 
As  a  result  of  the  inspections  which  the  department  were  able  to  make  to 
other  food  premises,  a  number  of  informal  notices  were  served  and 
improvements  effected  to  the  premises  concerned.  It  is  appreciated  that 
more  attention  should  be  given  to  this  particular  aspect  of  environmental 
hygiene  but  unless  the  rate  of  change-over  in  the  public  health  inspectorate 
is  decreased  and  more  time  available  free  of  meat  inspection  duties,  it  is 
doubtful  whether  this  can  be  attained.  The  position  should  improve 
when  the  trainee  authorised  meat  officer  has  qualified  and  is  able  to  take 
responsibility  and  operate  without  supervision. 

During  the  year  reports  were  made  to  the  Council  concerning  the  sale 
of  sausage  rolls  which  were  in  a  mouldy  condition  from  food  catering 
premises  in  the  district.  The  issue  in  this  case  was  very  involved  and  on 
legal  advice  it  was  decided  to  give  a  strong  warning  to  the  retailer  con¬ 
cerned.  A  further  report  concerning  the  sale  of  mouldy  sausages  was  also 
considered  and  in  this  instance  the  Chief  public  health  inspector  was 
instructed  to  institute  legal  proceedings  against  the  seller  for  a  breach  of 
the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955. 

No  cases  of  disease  arising  from  food  poisoning  or  from  sonne 
dysentery  were  notified  during  the  year. 

Slaughterhouses  and  Meat  Inspection — Slaughter  of  animals  for 
human  consumption  takes  place  in  the  district  in  one  small  private 
slaughterhouse  and  a  large  private  abattoir  at  Blisworth.  All  other 
slaughterhouses  in  the  district  were  closed  following  an  Order  made  by  the 
Minister  on  13th  June,  1963.  As  the  Council  are  well  aware  the  introduc¬ 
tion  of  the  Meat  Inspection  Regulations,  1963  lay  down  a  set  of  stringent 
rules  for  meat  inspection  which  increased  considerably  the  time  involved 
in  the  post-mortem  examination  of  each  carcase.  It  is  understood  that  a 
revised  version  of  the  regulations  are  in  course  of  preparation  which  may 
tighten  up  the  procedure  further  particularly  as  regards  ante-mortem 
inspection  of  animals  awaiting  slaughter.  Unless  the  powers-that-be  at 
the  same  time  limit  the  hours  of  slaughter,  it  is  inevitable  that  such  extra 
conditions  are  going  to,  among  other  things,  increase  further  the  work 
which  will  be  required  to  be  done  outside  normal  hours.  Meat  inspection 
has  been  maintained  at  100%  level  only  at  the  expense  of  other  duties  and 
much  overtime  has  still  to  be  worked  at  week-ends  and  evenings.  The 
work  is  exacting  and  needs  considerable  concentration  and  it  is  quite 
possible  that  the  time  will  come  when  a  shift  system  will  have  to  be 
introduced  in  order  to  avoid  long  periods  of  inspection  with  the  resultant 
chance  of  overlooking  any  symptom  or  lesion.  It  has  been  previously 
pointed  out  that  in  addition  to  the  actual  inspection  of  carcases  other 
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responsibilities  are  involved  in  connection  with  the  Meat  (Staining  and 
Sterilisation)  Regulations,  1963  concerning  the  removal  of  condemned 
meat.  In  addition,  constant  supervision  is  required  over  the  removal 
and  disposal  of  wastes  and  at  the  same  time  the  inspector  must  ensure 
that  the  provisions  of  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act  and  the  Hygiene  and 
Prevention  of  Cruelty  Regulations  are  being  complied  with — a  task  which 
in  itself  is  quite  considerable. 

The  total  number  of  animals  slaughtered  for  human  consumption 
and  inspected  in  the  district  in  1964  was  69,791  as  opposed  to  59,052  in 
1963.  There  is  likely  to  be  a  further  increase  in  the  number  actually 
inspected  in  1965,  particularly  if  carcase  meat  is  to  be  exported  to  the 
continent. 

Condemned  Meat — A  tremendous  amount  of  condemned  meat  results 
from  the  abattoir  and  is  collected  by  an  approved  dealer  from  another 
district  for  conversion  into  fertilisers,  etc.  The  abattoir  has  also  presented 
problems  in  the  disposal  of  liquid  and  solid  wastes  resulting  from  the 
housing  of  animals  and  the  slaughtering  processes  and  in  particular  the 
disposal  of  the  blood.  Present  arrangements  for  the  disposal  of  these 
waste  products  are  satisfactory. 

Licensed  Premises — As  with  other  food  handling  premises,  it  was 
hoped  to  have  made  a  comprehensive  inspection  of  licensed  houses  in  the 
district  but  for  the  reasons  already  stated,  this  has  not  yet  proved  possible. 
Nevertheless  a  number  of  these  premises  were  visited  and  improvements 
effected  following  representations  made  to  the  brewers  concerned. 

Ice-cream — 64  premises  were  registered  for  the  storage  and  sale  of 
ice-cream  under  Sec.  16  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955.  All  ice-cream  sold 
from  these  premises  is  pre-packed,  and  in  each  case  the  ice-cream  is  stored 
in  thermostatically  controlled  refrigerating  cabinets,  complying  with  the 
Ice-cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regulations,  1959.

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS 

AND  OTHER  DISEASES 


The  total  number  of  infectious  diseases  notified  in  1964  was  141 — 
less  than  one  quarter  of  the  previous  year’s  record  total.  As  one  would 
expect,  the  majority  of  cases  were  measles.  Heart  and  circulatory 
diseases  again  claimed  the  greatest  number  of  deaths  in  the  district,  the 
total  being  four  more  than  that  of  the  previous  year.  Deaths  from 
malignant  diseases  totalled  36 — three  more  than  in  1963 — the  most 
disturbing  factor  being  10  deaths  from  lung  cancer  (6  males  and  4  females) 
against  one  in  1963. 

Smallpox — No  cases  notified. 

Scarlet  Fever — One  case  was  notified. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia — No  cases  notified. 

Pneumonia — 7  cases  of  acute  primary  or  acute  influenzal  pneumonia 
were  notified  as  against  8  in  1963.  Pneumonia  in  all  forms  was  the 
certified  cause  of  death  in  9  cases.  These  deaths  are  not  necessarily 
those  of  patients  who  were  notified. 

Erysipelas — No  cases  notified. 

Measles — 108  cases  notified — a  large  drop  in  the  number  over  last 
year  which  was  the  peak  of  a  five-year  cycle. 

Whooping  Cough — 23  cases  notified — also  a  substantial  decrease  over 
1963  when  109  cases  were  notified. 

Anterior  Poliomyelitis — No  cases  were  notified. 

Diphtheria  — No  cases  were  notified. 

Cerebrospinal  Meningitis — No  cases  were  notified. 

Food  Poisoning — No  cases  were  notified. 

Sonne  Dysentery — No  cases  were  notified. 

Enteric  Fever — No  cases  were  notified 

Acute  Encephalitis — No  cases  were  notified. 

Infective  Hepatitis — Two  cases  were  notified. 
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Tuberculosis — One  new  case  of  Pulmonary  tuberculosis  (1  male)  was 
notified  as  compared  with  two  in  1963.  There  were  two  deaths  recorded 
due  to  this  disease.  Three  cases  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  (1  male 
and  2  females)  were  also  notified  during  the  year.  At  the  end  of  the  year 
78  persons  in  the  district  were  known  to  be  suffering  from  tuberculosis. 

Vaccination  and  Immunization — Details  of  these  figures  are  now  only 
given  in  the  Annual  Report  of  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health.
